U. & INTEREST IN ITS 
RENEWAL. 


Washington, May 1L—In thasa. 
Circles, official and unofficial, 
where Janan isa subjeat af con- 
atant preoceupatian, thera has 
been considerable interest af late 
in the future of tha Angle 
Japanese Athance. Iris ratalled 
that when tho Treaty waa last 
tentwed in July, JU, a clanse 
was written in proviling that if 
etthar of the contraciing partica 
should conclude’a genoral arbitra. 
tion treaty with a third Power, 
then that party shavld be under 
no-obligation under the terme 
of tha aliance ta go te war with 
tha third Power. A general 
treaty of arbitration was then 
under Degatiatinn between Great 
| Britain and the United States, 
and it waa understoal that this 
provision Waa inserted at our re 


de apest 30 as Co exemps us from tha} 


obligation af declaring waron the 
United States in tha event of war 
between her and Japan. 

The arbitration treaty was 
never ratified, hawever, and this 
exempting clause of our treaty 
with Japan consequently never 
became effective. Our friendly 
gesture tu Aimerica, therefore, 
temained na inare than a cesture,
